1007.) was the eldeſt Son of OTHO, 
fourth Son of THEODORICK, the 
ſecond Earl of Ringelſþ?m and D[- 
denburgh,only Son oft WALPERTUS, 
who was Duke of Saronp, Yngrta, 
Taeftphatia, and J2g2dalbingia, and 
the ficlt Earl of Ringelhem, A. 7. 
$50. who, in memory of his Wife Al- 
teburga, (ole Daughter to the Earl of 
Leſmone, built a ſtrong Caſtle not far 
from Bzeme, and called it Altebur 
from whence the whole County ad- 
joyning, hath taken the denomination, 
and is at this day called by the / atines 
Alteburgia, and by the Inhabitants 
Oldenbo2ch. This FWalpertus finiſhed 
the Monaltery begun by his Father 
WIG- 
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WIGBERT at (Wildeshuſen, and lies 
there interred with his aforeſaid Fa» 
ther, who was the Son of WITIKIND 
the Pagan, (King of Sarony, Prince 
of Rugea, and Duke ot Angria) by 
Geva his firſt Wite, the Daughter of 
CotrickKing of Denmark. This I it+- 
kind wag'd War with Charles the Great 
Emperour, for the (pace of 30 years, 
with various ſucceſs; 'rill at length, 
being totally overcome,and his Forces 
defeated, he ſurrendred Himſelf and 
Countreys to the Conquerour , by 
whoſe means he was likewiſe converted 
tothe Chriſtian Faith, about the year 
of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 
785. After which, he became wholly 
devoted to the Service and Intereſt of 
the Emperour, and was by him, from 
a King, created the firſt great Duke 
of Daronp; in commemoration where- 
of, he altered the Inſignia, or Arms of 
the Kingdom, by changing the Sable 
Horſe, brid!l'd and ſadl'd, in a Field 
Silver, into Gules, an Horſe without E- 


quipmentsz Rampant Argent. From this

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Ilitikind are defcended (beſides the 
prelent Kings of Denmark) all the 
Kings of France fince Flugh C apet, 
the ancient Dukes of Burgundy and 
Savoy, the Marqueiles ot Bontfer- 
rat, the Earls of Olnenburgh, with 
ſeveral other Illuſtrious Families 1n 
Germany, France, Jtaly, Denmark, 
and Sweven.

AURICE, younger Son of C hri- 

ftian Earl of Didenburgh, took

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and with Simon de Tecleburgh, and Ber- 
nard de Walpes, adhered to Otho King 
of the Romans againſt Philip. He h- 
ved to be very ancient, and leavin 
his Inheritance to be divided amon 
his Children in his life-time, betook 
himſelf to Devotion, retired into a 
Monaſtexy, and there ended his days 
in peace. He had to Wife the Counteſs 
of Schualenburgh, by whom he had 
three Sons and a Daughter. OTHO. 
the eldeſt, was Earl of Oldenburgh : 
He built the (trong Caſtle of Dalmen-» 
hozſt,ſo called trom its (cituation on the 
Banks of the River Dalme,in the year 
of our Lord 1247. and having married 
the Countels of Ritburgh, died with- 
out Iflue. MAURICE, ſecond Son, 
entred into Orders, and was a Canon 
at Colen and Bzemen, CHRISTIAN, 
third Son, ſucceeded his Brother Otho

gainſt Gilbert Pronkburſt Archbiſhop 
of Brrmen. In his youth he was ſo 
laviſh and protule in his expences, that 
he became extremely poor 3 which in 
his more mature years he reca 
and gave himſelf ro aQts of Piety and 
Devotion. He was joyned in Wed- 
lock to Margaret Counteſs of Lippfen, 
who bare to hin CONRADE, after- 
wards Earl of Oldenburgh ; and JU- 
DITH, who was aftianced to Rudolph

ONRADE, only Son of John and 
Margaret, was Ear] of Dlnen- 
burgh and Dalmenhozſ, who enlar- 
ged the Priviledges of the Burghers of 
Oldenburgh, for ſome ſignal Services 
performed by them in his Domeſtick 
wars, inthe year 1345. But going in- 
to Butiarenland, to quell the Tumules

This 
Character is given him, That he was an 
experienced Souldier, Eloquent, Beau- 
tiful, ready. in ation, Pious, Liberal 
and Bounteous to Sacred Structures.

MAURICE, his eldeſt Son, who was 
Earl of Olbenburgh & Dalmenhozſt, 
joyned in Matrimony to Anne Daugh- 
ter of Magnus, \irnamed Torquatus, 
Duke of Lunenburgh, by whom he 
had only two Daughters, Arne the 
Wife of Otho Count Waldeck, and 
Ingleburgh married to Occo a Captain

HEODORICK, firnamed the 

Fortunate, eldeſt Son of Conrade 
by his ſecond Nuptials, ſucceeded his 
halt-Brother 1Manrice in the Earldom 
ot Dibenburgh and Dalmenhozit. He 
married twice; Fult, Adelbeda Dal- 
menhorſt, Silter to Nicholas Archbiſhop 
of Bzemen, 1n the year 1401. but by 
her had no Iflue : He took to his ſe- 
cond Wife (in the year 1423.) Hedvi- 
gen the Widow of Balthaſar of 
Decklebnrgh, and Siſter to Gerard 
and Adolph, both Dukes of Sleſwick 
and Dolftein, whoſe Inheritance (after 
their deceaſe without Iflue) came to 
this Fledvigen, whoſe eldeſt Son 
CHRISTIAN, the firſt King of Den- 
mark, in Right of his Mother had the 
Titles of Duke of Sleſwfick and Earl 
of Yolſtein remaining in him, which 
hath continued to his Succeſlors yy 
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of Denmark to this day. The ſecond 
Son of Theoderick, and this FHedvigen, 
was GERARD, lirnamed the Warrior, 
a man of a turbulent and reſtle(s Spirit; 
Being baniſh'd, he died in France in 
the year of our Lord 1500. He mar- 
ried Adelhedas the Daughter of Nicho- 
las Earl of Tecleburgh, and had Iſſue, 
Gerard, Theodorick and ( briſtian, who 
all died of untimely deaths 3 Adolph 
fourth Son, and Otho that was a Canon 
of Bremen, both (lain on the 1646. of 
February, in the year 1500; And John 
the youngelt, who married Ann Daugh- 
ter of George the elder Prince of Han- 
nault, dying in the year 1526. Adel- 
hede, eldeſt Daughter, was the Wife 
of the Lord Tleſſtan: Irmengard, of 
Hero Ommake, in the year 1491. Hel- 
wiſe, third Daughter, to Fdo Wimecken 
Lord of Tevera, in the year of Grace 
1498. Anne and Eliz.ab:th died of the 
Plague in then Virgmities, A. 7D. 1505, 
The third and youngeſt Son of Theodo* 
rickand Helwiſe, was MAURICE, who

HRISTIAN, firnamed the Rich, 
eldeſt Son of Theodorick the Fop« 
tunate, Earl of DIdenburgh and Dal- 
menhozſt, was by the procurement of 
his Uncle Adolph, Duke of Slirfwick 
and Dolftein, ( his Mothers Brother, 
who had declin'd the offer by reaſon 
of his age) choſen King of Denmark, 
by the Eſtates of that Kindom, and 
crown'd in the year of Grace 1448. by 
the Name of Chriſtian the Lk to

ceiver, or prime Steward of his Re-

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dud, together with that of Macbeth 
(Coulin-German to the King) the moſt 
weighty Afﬀairs of the Kingdom were 
committed : By whoſe prudent Coun- 
cel and Advice, Srotland became 
the Envy of her N:ighbours for her 
Tranquility and Happineſs 3 until ſuch 
time as through the Ambition of AMac- 
beth, prompred thereto by certain 
Prophetick Speeches, (intimating that 
he ſhould be King) and ſpurr'd on by 
the reſtleſs defires of his more Ambi- 
tious Wite, untortunately became the 
im pious Rigicide himlelt, by imbrew- 
ing his hands in the Blood of his Prince, 
and then uſurpd the Crown. And as 
Tyranny is always attended with Cru- 
elty and diſtruſt, (o teating the Inte- 
relt of Banquo might give diſturbance 
to his 1/1-gotten Diademz commanded, 
that Panquo and all his Poſterity 
ſhould be tain; and the rather, for 
that the ſame Fore-tellers of his aſlu- 
ming the Crown, had likewiſe aſlur'd

OHN STUART, eldeſt Son of 
King Robert by his ſecond Wife, . 
was Earl of Carria, and High-Steward 
of Scotland,and upon the death of his 
Father Crowned King on the Aſſumpti- 
on of the bleſſed Virgin , the fifteenth 
day of Anguſt,in the year one thouſand 
_ hundred and ninety, according 
to the eſtabliſhment made in Parliament 
inthe life time of his Father. On the 
day of his Inauguration or Anointing, 
he was Importun'd by his Nobles to 
alter his Name; wherefore he was 
Crowned by the Name of King Robert 
the Third, The reaſon given is : For 
that it was obſerved how unfertunate 
the Name of Johx had been not only 
to ſeveral of the Blood-Royal of Scot- 
land, but likewiſe to John King of 


England, and to Joh» the French King- 


This Robert after he had ruled the - 


Kingdom with great Integrity for the 
ſpace 
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ſpaceof (ſixteen years; having loſt one 
of his Sons by the wicked contrivance 
of his Brother Robert whillt he was Go- 
vernour, and his ſecond Son conti- 
nuing a Captive in England; took it 
ſoto heart that he died tor grief there- 
of at Rothſap on the firſt day of April, 
in the year one thouſand four whes ant 
and fix, and was buried at Paſelep, 
having had Iſſue by his Queen Anna- 
bella Drummond; Beliles theſe two 
Sons, as many Daughters; the one 
Married to the Earl of Angus, by 
whom ſhe had //7/1;am Earl ot Augus.

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Drummond, born in the year one thou- 
ſand three hundred ſeventy and eight, 
was created Duke of Rothſap, but be- 
ing delivered to the Tuition of his 
Uncle the Duke of Albanp; that he 
might reclaim his Extravagancies, was 
by himincloſed in the Caſtle of Falk- 
land, and there Starv'd to death ; he 
Married Mary the Daughter of Archi- 
bald Duglis, but left no Iffue, fo that 
his Brother JAMES ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther in the Throne of Scotland.

AVES STUART ſecond Son of 
King Mobert the Third, as yet a 
Youth, was ſent into France (to pre- 
vent the Butchery of his Upcle Robert, 
who had already deſtroy'd his Elder 
Brother) but being calt by Storm on 
the Coaſt of Cngland, was taken 
Priſoner and (ent to the Court, where 
by the care of King Henry the Fifth, 
and his Son King Ferry the Sixth. 
Noble Proviſion was made for his Edu- 
cation 3 ſo that by the time he came 
to mans Eſtate, he was excellently 
accompliſhed in all ſorts of Learning, 
and good Literature: And having 
lived thus a Captive and a Stranger to 
his own Country for near Eighteen 
years; was upon the Death of his Fa- 
ther King Robert ſoon atter (ct at Li- 
berty, 


* 
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berty, and returning into Scotland, 
(with his Wife Joan, Eldeſt Daughter 
of John Beaufort Earl of Somerſet 
and Marquels of Dozſet, whom he 
Married in Eng'and,) He was Crow- 
ned King thereof on the one and 
twentieth day of May next following, 
in the year one thouſand four hundred 
twenty and four, This King Temes 
ruled the Scepter of Scotland in great 
Tranquility for ſome years, making 
divers wholeſom and good Laws, eſpe- 
cially to reſtrain the force of Thieves 
and Robbers, and was the firſt who 
ordain'd that Orgexs ſhould be uſed in 
the Churches of Scotiand. Zut a Cor- 
federacy and Aſſociation of mutinous 
Outlaws and Male-contents being en- 
tred into, to take away the Life of this 
King, they Bloodily perpetrated their 
Villany by aſlaulring his Perſcn, and 
giving him no leſs than twenty eighr 
Mortal Wounds, of which he immedi- 
ately expired on the one and rwenti- 
eth day of February, in the year one

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after he had reigned thirteen years ten 
months and odd days, in the forty and 
fourth year of his Age,and was buried 
in the Houſe of the Carthuſtans in the

AMES STU TAR, eldeſt Son of 
James the third, was born on the 
tenth day of March, Anno Domini, 
One thouſand tour hundred ſeventy 
two, and created Duke of 75 othfay 3 
and upon the death of his Father crow- 
ned King of Scotland, on the twenty 
fourth day of June, Annes Domini One 
thouſand four hundred eighty eight, 
by the name of James the fourth. After 
he had ruled the Kingdom of Scot- 
land for the ſpace of twenty five years, 
he ( together with the chief of the 
Gentry, and Gower of the Nobility of 
the Realm) was (lain in that moſt un- 
fortunate and fatal Battle of Flodden- 
field, on the borders of Nozthumber- 
land, fought againſt the Zzeliſh, on 
the 9th. day of September, Anno Domi- 
#i One thouſand five hundred and 
thirteen. Yet various have been the 
opinions concerning the Joſs of this 
King : 
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King : Some will have it, That he fell 
in the Battle on that fatal day; others, 
That he made his eſcape. The Engliſh 
lay, (with greateſt hkelyhood) That 
he was ſlain in the field ;, that they found 
his Body (well known to ſeveral of their 
Officers) conveyed it, to Ber wick, exe- 
bowelled, ſeared , and wrapped it in 
Lead, carried it to London, and from 
thence to the Monaitery of Shrin in 
the ( ounty of Surrey, where it was bu- 
ried. And Tohn Stow aflures us, ( both 
in his Survey ot London, and his Chro- 
nicle) That aſter the ſpoil of that Houſe, 
(to wit, in the tir of King Edward 
the ſexth) he ſaw the ras 0 Leader 
Cheſt, and the reputed head of the ſaid 
Rings the hair both of the Head and 
Beard bring red. To this the Scotch 
Annaliſts make anſwer, That on the day 
of the fight ſeveral men of renowned V a- 
lour, reſembling the King in ſtature and 
proportion. were apparelled like him, had 
peculiar Guards and Followers appointed 
them, in all appearance as the King him- 
ſelf, that in caſe the King ſbould be kil-

of April, Anno Domini One thouſand 
hve hundred and fourteen) and was 
created Duke of Rothſay, but died 
young at Sterling, and was buried 
at Cambus-kenneth- The Daughters 
(one born on the 15th. of July, Anno 
Domini One thouſand five hundred & 
eight 3 the other Anno Domini One 
thouſand five hundred and' thirteen) 
died ſoon after Baptiſm.
